Pennsylvania beekeepers at their 
annual picnic and field day at Gei- 
man’s Park, four miles north of here 
on Saturday, were told by Dr James 
I Hambleton, research worker from 
experimental stations at Beltsville, 
Maryland, that pollen some day may 
be a more valuable product of an 
apiary than honey 
He suggested that 
pollen traps 
he placed on bec hives by the bee­ 
men to provide them with valuable I 
Information on tile feeding habits1 
of the bees and at the same time 
provide a supply of pollen for stimu­ 
lating early spring or winter repro­ 
duction in a bee colony. 
During their afternoon session the

itors from 
Maryland, New York. 
Delaware, Ohio 
and

D C , announced the establishment 
of a fund to finance an experimental 
and research station for bee cul­ 
ture at State College.

night crossed the lower Florida East 
Coast early today with greatly dim ­ 
inished force, apparently inflicting 
I only minor property damage. 
The Weather Bureau reported the 
storm, with a 
very small center, 
passed inland at 5:45 a. rn. <EST) 
abofit 14 miles south of Miami and 
i continued its course toward Fort 
Myers and other Gulf Coast points. 
Nassau and Miami redried dam- 
j age to small houses, disturbance of 
power supplies in some sections, but 
! no major destruction of property 
■ and no loss of life. 
Damage Citrus Fruit 
The center of the hurricane appar- 
j ently passed Goulds, between Miami 
and Homestead, but local sources 
I mud the chief damuge there was to 
' the rapidly-ripening citrus crops. 
The Weather Bureau warned that 
high winds would continue in Miumi 
and over central south Florida tor 
several hours. 
Hurricane warnings were ordered 
down at 7 a rn. lES.T.) and south­ 
west storm warnings were hoisted 
from 
Key 
West to 
Vero 
Beach 
where 
the 
weather 
bureau 
said, 
winds would continue strong for the 
next 12 hours. 
The advisory said the storm, de­ 
creasing slightly in intensity, would 
reach the Florida Gulf coast be­ 
tween Fort Myers and Everglades 
City about noon. Hurricane warn­ 
ings remained displayed from Ever­ 
glades City to Punta Gorda 
Winds Diminishing 
In the Miami area, the winds were 
diminishing slowly. They piled big 
waves in Biscayne bay, washed over 
ttie three causeways linking Miami 
Beach with the mainland and, tor 
two hours after the storm center 
passed, blocked motor travel from 
the beach. 
In Miami, the highest sustained 
wind reported was 63 miles an hour 
with occasional gusts of 75 miles 
an hour—far less than the 102 re­ 
ported from Nassau where the hur­ 
ricane passed eight hours earlier. 
The most serious damage reported 
as the storm reached the coast was 
at Fort Lauderdale, where power 
failures disrupted all but essential 
activities. 
Small fires, eau' Hi by short cir­ 
cuits, were reported in Fort Lauder­ 
dale and in Miami. 
As the storm moved inland usually 
the signal for diminishing winds 
the weather bureau made no move 
to minimize its earlier reports
